This letter wag received from a Negro 
comrade who sailed for Europe January 
fifth. The letter was written while he was 
recovering from a wound recevied at the 
front in Spain. Another letter has been re- 
ceived marked March 14 in which he tells 
of foregoing his two weeks’ leave at Bar- 
celona in favor of returning to the front. 
The second letter which is just a short 
note tells of receiving another slight wound, 
a nick in the shoulder. They call it being 
“kissed.” But for this wound he did not 
leave the lines. 


The town in which I am quartered is a 
small. place, probably about 20,000 in num- 
ber, off the usual path of tourists hence they 
are simple, good-hearted souls. Ah!! but they 
have one hate, Moors. It's worth my life to 
go for a walk. People encircle me with a 
quizzical expression and mumble, “Moro, 
Moro.” During my first few days here I was 
definitely thinking of going in for sign carry- 
ing, @ sandwich man:

POSITIONS STRONG 


I know you want to know the politica] set- 
up. How is the war going—all that stuff. As 
to the war, we very definitely have them on 
the run. Our positions are strong and the 
men well disciplined. The American boys are 
“muy vallante.“ All over you hear of the 
bravery and discipline of the Lincoln Bat- 
talion. 

The people of Spain are almost entirely 
anti-fascist. 

I often think of that night last summer 
when Mr. advanced that very well 
founded (?) theory that Spain was mostly or 
rather a great portion Fascist. I wish it were 
possible for him to see the people in the 
small towns. The first thing you notice is 
the absence of young men and women. Every- 
body is under fifteen or over forty. 

As to my health, Im improving rapidly. 
In a week I shall go to Barcelona for per- 
haps fourteen days ‘n then “Al Frente.” 
From a military standpoint I am progressing 
and am a section leader in charge of three 
guns (machine guns) and twenty-seven men. 
The rank is somewhere between a Sergeant 
and a Second Lieutenant. 

When one has a chance to see the tre- 
mendous organization that Fascism has built 
one fact directly impresses itself—not one 
slack minute. Don't let it get a foothold home 
for it is horrible once it begins to work. 

For my sake and for the liberation of the 
workers of the world tell everybody to please, 
please write. Tell all. Politics, business, 
trade union, Party.

The Daily Worker has suffered its 
first casualty among those killed in 
action in Spain. Comrade Inver 
Marlowe (who wrote under the 
name of John Scott), a full-time 
member of the Daily Worker staff 
until two months ago, when he left 
with the Abraham Lincoln Battalion 
for Spain, was killed in the recent 
battle at the Jarama River Front, 
just southeast of Madrid. 

Comrade Marlowe was the captain 
of a company. When the order 
came to advance, he bravely led his 
men in a charge against the Fascist 
trenches. He fell before a stream 
of machine-gun bullets. 

Inver Marlowe was 29 years of 
age. He was a fine figure of a man, 
tall, handsome, serious. It was not 
so very long ago, when sitting in the 
Daily Worker office, Inver and I

writing about a battle against Fas- 
cism, when he felt his military 
skill could be more useful at the 
front. 

HAPPY AT LEAVING 


We needed him badly in the office 
and tried to explain how important 
writing is just as well as fighting. 
But he finally could stay no longer. 
I never saw him happier than on 
the day he shool: hends all around 
bidding the staff good-bye, the day 
before he left for Spain. He knew 
fully what he faced, but was ready 
in every respect. 

We feel especially proud of Com- 
rade Marlowe. Though he was not 
an American, and had lived in the 
United States ot ly six months, he 
insisted on joining up with the Lin- 
com Battalion. Inver tame from 
England where he had worked for 
the London Daily Worker. But in 
his short stay in this country he had 
already established such close and 
firm personal ties through his work 
on the Daily Worker that he 
thought a continuation of his revo- 
lutionary activity in 3pain should 
be carried on with his new friends 
and comrades. 

Inver Marlowe came from a mid- 


.dle class British family. After a 


university education in England, he 
wen“ to India. While in this Brit- 
ish colony, he learned to hate Brit- 
ish imperialist exploitation. From 
his experiences of imperialism at 
first hand, he became a revolution- 
ist and joined the Communist Party 
of Great Britain. 
PARIS CORRESPONDENT 

For some time, he served as Lon- 
don Daily Worker . orrespondent in 
Paris during the early days of the 
formation of the French People's 
Front. He also wrote articles on the 
French and Gpanish People’s Front 
for the New York Daily Worker. He 
finally decided to come to the 
United States to study the situation 
of this country at first hand. He 
worked in the foreign news depart- 
ment of the Daily Worker, special- 
izing from the very first day of the 
Fascist insurrection in handling 
news from Spain. 

While in India Comrade Marlowe 
had received military training. He 
decided, therefore, that his place 
was at the front in Spain. His po- 
litical training being of the highest 
character, his military knowledge 
extremely valuable, and his courage 
of the stoutest, he was given com- 
mand of a Company of the Lincoln 
Battalion. 

Inver Marlowe died the death of a 
proletarian hero.

My Dear Comrade B.: g 

I guess it is about time you heard from me. Well, my weakness is’ 
distaste for writing, and, as far as news is concerned, you know more 
than I do, for we have no English papers here to speak of. Well, I 
can say that the Lincoln Battalion hit the front with a bang; the dis- 
cipline and morale is marvelous. I got wounded after six days at the 
front, but I had the satisfaction of operating a machine gun, so the 
fascists did not get the best of me. You see, all the rotten tricks that 
you hear the bastards use, are not half as bad as it actually is in prac- 
tice. I was hit with an explosive bullet, but Im lucky, for I got only the 
pieces after it exploded; three small ones hit my right cheek, one in 
the right shoulder and chest; but it's all flesh wounds and I am quite 
well now after eight days in the hospital. I guess in about two weeks 
I'll hit the front again. 

Well, as far as my last sentence is concerned I am about right, 
but it took me ten days to.finish this letter. My arm got infected and 
I was laid up for a week, but Tm quite well now. As you can see by 
the photo, I am looking better that I did in the last months in the 
States, for now at least I’m in action. 

Wright, how is the unit getting along, and who has the Daily 
Worker “headache.” If the comrades could only have a glimpse of 
Spain now, they would be more than willing to go with the Daily 
Worker. It is truly impossible to describe the revolutionary feeling 
this bloody war arouses in a person. Comrades S. And A. are also 
in the machine-gun company and were okay the last I heard of them. 
Well, give my best regards to all the comrades and tell them to do 
their best.

The next 
day I was carrying a message across ground under heavy fire when a 
grenade sent a piece of shrapnel through my helmet, leaving me with 
a slight skull fracture but with all my senses untouched. 

It is very pleasant and beautiful where 1 am now, and the sun 
shines constantly, keeping the air pleasantly ‘warm. 

IT am able to walk about and in the afternoon I spend my time 
strolling through the beautiful little town or sitting at one of the 
open-air cafes, exchanging views and gossip with other convalescent 
comrades. It wont be long before I will again be able to send fascist 
filth my regards via my 30-30. f 

The Americans here have displayed real revolutionary courage 
and the Party can well be proud of us.

They 
make horrible wounds. So far we haven't run 
into any of their tanks but their German 
and Italian planes we've seen plenty of. How- 
ever, our planes seem to have control of the 
air It takes only a few minutes for our 
planes to appear whenever the fascists at- 
tack with theirs. 

I hope none of this makes you worry over 
my safety. If that is its effect you will dis- 
appoint me. From now on I won't spare you 
any details about the kind of war the fas- 
cists arc waging. You must bear it as others 
do here.

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Private Employers Raise 


Wages, But Not WPA 


„ Is the largest employer in the country, 
the United States government, to pursue poli- 
cies which it condemns in private employers? 
If not, why does the administration 
persist in refusing to raise WPA wage 
scales which were established two years 
ago? Living costs have gone up at least 
20 per cent since then, but wages on the 
WPA are the same. ; 

Even many of the bitterest anti-union 
employers have, under pressure of union or- 
ganization, increased wages in recent months. 
But the federal government is in this respect 
far behind General Motors, U. S. Steel and 
Chrysler. 

And why does the administration which 
sponsored the National Babor Relations Act 
permit Col. Brehon Somervell, WPA Admin- 
istrator in New York City, to say: “You 
cannot strike against taking relief from the 
government”? 

Recently representatives of the Workers 
Alliance have conferred with President 
Roosevelt and WPA Administrator Harry 
Hopkins. Both admitted that rising living 
costs since WPA scales were set have re- 
sulted in hardships and reduced purchasing 
power for the unemployed. Yet they persist 
in rejecting the demand of the Workers 
Alliance for a 20 per cent increase and a $40 
minimum instead of $21. 

What’s more, there are ominous reports 
that the administration is actually planning 
to reduce relief appropriations. According to 
these reports, Roosevelt will ask for only 
$1,200,000,000 for WPA for the next fiscal 
year. 
The United States Conference of Mayors 
has urged an appropriation of $2,200,000,000. 
Even this is far from adequate. A realistic 
and progressive policy for the unemployed is 
embodied in the Workers Alliance bill (H. R. 
5822), which has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Boileau of Wisconsin. This calls 
for a three-billion-dollar work relief appro- 
priation to provide jobs for 3,000,000 em- 
ployables, one billion dollars for direct relief, 
and decent relief standards and working 
conditions. 

Evidently the only way the unemployed 
will be able to wring any concessions from 
the New Deal is the way that the employed 
workers have found so effective: organiza- 

tion and strike action. 

Hopkins denied that WPA strikes of sub- 
stantial proportions have occurred, despite 
abundant evidence to the contrary. The un- 
employed, under the leadership of the Work- 
ers Alliance, should take action on such a 
great nationwide scale that Hopkins will no 
longer be able to blink the facts and will be 
compelled to grant their demands. 
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Trotzkyite Reserves 
Are Fascism's Cohorts 


» Comrade Earl Browder’s article on 
“Trotzkyite Reserves in the U.S. A.,“ re- 
printed in yesterday’s Daily Worker from 
Pravda, deserves close study. 

Reaction in the United States, as well as 
Fascism in Germany and Japan, have made 
full use of the Trotzkyist reserves. Hearst’s 
collaboration with Trotzky against the Soviet 
Union is, of course, typical.

“It is now clear for all, I think,” said 
Comrade Stalin, “that the present-day wreck- 
ers and diversionists, no matter what flag 
they may use to cover themselves, the Trotz- 
kyite or the Bukharin flag, have long ceased 
to be a political trend in the working” class 
movement, that they have turned into a 
gang of professional wreckers, diversionists, 


spies and murderers, devoid of principle and 


ideas. Of course, these gentlemen will have 
to be smashed and ruthlessly uprooted as 
enemies of the working class, as traitors to 
our country.”

It must be taken as basic that Hitler sees eye to 
eye with Mussolini with regard to Spain. Both are 
ready to go to the limit to ensure the defeat of the 
People’s Front. However, the concrete nationalistic 
economic and political] aims of both Italy and Ger- 
many militate against that joint action which both 
feel is necessary but which they are not sure they 
can achieve. 

There is an economic gravitational pull that is 
drawing Hitler away from Mussolini on the issue of 
Spain. Whether it will be strong enough at the 
critical moment sufficiently to interfere with Fascist 
intervention on the side of Franco to turn the tide 
remains to be seen. 

However, here are some of the factors involved: 

Germany is putting out feelers for economic col- 
laboration with other nations, as the -esult of the Nazi 
financial and economic crisis. One definite step in 
this direction was the visit of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
President of the Reichsbank, to Belgium. 

Germany sent a delegate to the London sugar con- 
ference; Italy abstained. 

Because of the three-power monetary agreement 
(England, France, the United States) German cur- 
rency has been caught in a sort of vise, from which it 
can escape from being crushed ultimately only by some 
form of international monetary understanding. 

German industry is demanding some modification 
of the armaments program because of the huge loss 
of foreign markets, while the other capitalist countries 
are making inroads in foreign trade. 

There are many other such indications to prove 
that Nazi Germany is angling for assistance from 
England and the United States, a move not entirely 
favorable to Mussolini for the moment. 

Wall Street’s opinion on the Italo-German situa- 
tion is, we think, expressed by the Whaley-Eaton Serv- 
ice Foreign Letter of April 6, which says on this point: 

“The German General Staff is of the opinion 

that Italian military strength is ‘undependable.’ 
British military opinion coincides with the German. 
The Berlin-Rome axis apparently includes military 
co-operation if either country goes to war, but it is 
almost a moral certainty that Germany will reserve 
her final decisions on war [that is, open war on 
Spain at the behest of Mussolini—H.G.) if she has 
the least reason to believe that her partner’s strength 
is undependable. The German industrial shift of 
accent from armament production to industrial pro- 
duction for export is very signifiacnt in this connec- 
tion.” 

And, of course, the heroic People’s Army is achiev- 
ing miracles in lowering the military prestige of Mus- 
solini and increasing the anxiety of the Reichswehr 
General Staff over the “dependability” of Mussolini's 
military might. 

However, there will be no let up in either German 
or Italian Fascist aid to General Franco; and the 
situation we have described does not bar Mussolini, 
but indicates only how favorable matters are for 
world-scale activity to stop Fascist intervention against 
Spain.

Nowhere in the entire world does trade unionism flourish as it does 


in the Soviet Union. Ten years be- @ 


fore the Russian Revolution 245,000 
workers were organized. Three 
months after the Bolsheviks had 
taken power, there were 2,638,000 
workers in trade. unions, while fig- 
ures released on July 1, 1936 showed 
& membership of 21,242,000 in Soviet 
trade union organizations. 


As the secretary of the All-Union 
Central Council of Trade Unions of 
the US.S.R. pointed out recently, 
the forms, methods and tasks of the 
trade union organizations in the So- 
viet Union have changed, depending 
on the general tasks of the prole- 
tariat in building socialism. Before 
the Revolution, the chief activity of 
the trade unions was fighting the 
bourgeois state; today they have be- 
come the mainstay of the prole- 
tariat. 


Many American unionists recall 
the interminable debates in the pre- 
war Socialist Part of the U. 8. and 
among the “Wobblies,” all centering 
on the issue: “industrial vs. polit- 
cal action.” The Soviet trade 
unions are a shining example of the 
blending of these two principles.
